In other words, a heat of 183 
degrees will boil water on the mountain 
top, and as water cannot be made any 
hotter when the steam begins to es- 
cape you cannot make it hot enough 
there to cook food.—New York Herald.

He said: 
It has got so now that styles are 


changing about as rapidly in fire- 
works and other July noi&fimakers 
as they do in wearing apparel. The 
advent of the sloop-rigged straw hat 
for man and the Gibson waist and 
ping pong haberdashery 
for 
both 


sexes, is not a marker to some of the 
changes that 
'have come about in 


these things. 


This is the year when the people 


as a whole will 
be 
called 
upon, 


through their own judgment, and af- 
ter a survey of the new stock, to 
spend their money for quality 
in- 


stead of quantity. Those who liter- 
ally have money to burn this year will 
invest to a large extent in set pieces, 
which will cost all the way from $5 
to $50. The average to be bought 
in a city of this size will be about 
tne $1 to $3 kind, and the buyers 
will have more genuine fun and glory 
with these than they could with two 
imshels of the smaller and old fash- 
ioned fireworks. 


For instance, this year, instead ol' 


the bunches of fire crackers of various 
sizes and luO in a bunch, those who 
know their business will set off com- 
bustions of firecrackers arranged on 
a suspended wire. These new arrange- 
ments will come into the .market this 
year in various sizes. That is, some 
of tue wires will have 1000 crackers, 
while others will contain 2000, 3000. 
1000, 
and 5(100 in a row. and all ar- 


ranged so tnat they may be lighted at 
one end and the fire will travel along 
the line, bringing joy to the hearts 
of the young and pleasure and glory 
enough for all. 


These combinations are suspended 


from a Chinese contrivance consist- 
ing of a fireworks music box and n 
final cracker, and probably many of 
them will reach Portsmouth 
early 


this year, as I have sold a number 
of orders here. This arrangement is 
hung in some outdoor place where 
there will be no danger ot fire and 
the like, and is to be ignited at the 
lower end. Then the crackers shoct 
off "with unusually loud bangs one 
after the other in quick succession 
until the whole string is exploded. 
This ignites the music box arrange- 
ment, which at once becomes a minia- 
ture volcano, pouring out beautiful 
colored streams of fire, and at the 
same time music tissues Irorn this1 
arrangement, and at the close of it 
all there is a boom like that of a 
cannon, which is 
the final 
giant 


cracker. These pieces will last from 
3ve to ten minutes, according to the 
number of crackers and are really tho 
chief novelty we have to sell for this 
year in tnat line. 
There is practi- 


cally no change in sky rockets 01 
Roman candles. 
These have 
been 


favorites a great many years and •uill 
probably continue to bo. There have 
been a number of improvements in 
the 
decorative 
effects of Japanese 


and Chinese lanterns. 
One of tho 


new lanterns is made in the shape of 
a Japanese candle or a Chinese joss 
house, the sides being handsomely 
pictured with historic and legendary 
scenes which will show at great ad- 
vantage after they are lightedand sus- 
pended in lawns and among trees and 
shrubs. These will be expensive, but 
will be so attractive that they will 
be good sellers nevertheless. 


Manufacturers of these 
fireworks 


and crackers and exporters have esti- 
imated that this year will be the great- 
est ever for their sale. 
They have 


estimated that $7,000,000 will be ex- 
pended by the people of the United 
States to burn up on enthusiasm, to 
send skyward in colored streams of 


white and blue and also in combined 
colors. 
They are of

This com- 
pound, called thermite, when mixed 
with magnesium powder, will destroy 
the hardness of the metul and rob it of 
its tt-mpcr, enabling a burglar with or- 
dinary tools to cut into it as though it 
were lead.

NAVAL NEWS AND NOTES. 


A trial of a new electric launch is 


being made at the navy yard, New 
York. 


We learn there is no truth in the 


report that Rear Admiral Wise and 
Rear Admiral Clark have applied tor 
retirement. 
They have no intention 


of doing so. 


The IT. S. cruiser Boston, 
which 


has been under repairs at the Mare 
Island navy yard since her 
return 


from Manila following the conclusion 
of the war with Spain, will soon be 
placed in commission for sea service 
and will probably be attached to the 
North Pacific squadron with head- 
quarters at San Francisco. 


The U. S. S. Dixie, which has been 


in service as a training ship, and was 
recently sent to Martinique and St. 
Vincent with relief supplies, is to be 
converted into a hospital ship. She 
will take the place of the Solace, 'used 
in the Santiago campaign as a hospi- 
tal vessel and now engaged in carry- 
ing officers and men and supplies be- 
tween San Francisco and ^Manila. 


The U. S. S. Wiscnsin with Rear 


Admiral Casey on board arrived at 
the navy yard, at Bremerton, Wash- 
ington. June C. Tho Wisconsin goes to 
the yard for a general overhauling 
and repairing which will take two 
.•nonths or more to complete. In ad- 
dition to other repairs she may, if 
the necessary material arrives in time, 
receive a new system of ventilation 
and in that case will remain three 
months or more. 


Hereafter the officer of the navy 


department who will act as secretary 
of the navy in the absence of the sec- 
retary and the assistant secretary will 
secure that honor by designation by 
the president and not by seniority of 
rank. President Roosevelt has direct- 
ed that Rear Admiral Henry C. Tay- 
lor, chief ot the bureau of navigation, 
! 


shall be the acting secretary when 
Secretary Moody and Assistant Secre- 
tary Darling are away. 


Orders have been sent out by the 


navy department to fit all ships of 
the North Atlantic station, now under- ] 
going repairs, with spars for receiv- 
ing wireless telegraph messages. This 
movement is part of the preparation 
for the war practice to take place in 
the West In-dies next winter. Before 
installing the wireless telegraph- ap- 
paratus on each ship Admiral Brad- 
ford will conduct 
experiments 
at 


Washington and Annapolis, and bc- 
tXteen these two points, to determine 
the relative merits of the four wireless 
telegraph systems of European inven- 
tion. 


The U. S. S. Manila, the first of the 


Spanish vessels captured by Admiral 
Dewey on May 1, 1898, to be .sent to 
the United States, reached San Fran- 
cisco from Manila June 13. She con- 
sumed two months in making 
the 


voyage. Good weather was met with 
until June 10, when a stiff gale came 
up. The vessel was forced to lay for 
twenty-four hours.

could be repaired were set. 
On June 


13 the United States weather observer 
at Point Ryes sighted the Manila in 
distress and the Slocum was sent to 
her assistance and she was towod 
into port.

The circus is here. Tne first train 


arrived in this clay a little before sis 
o'clock, Sunday morning, and the last 
was sidetracked in the railroad yard 
a little more than an hour later. There 
are three trains, or, to be technically 
correct, there is one train, divided 
into three sections. There are in all 
sventy-nine cars, each car

torming the feat without much diffi- 
culty. Since then 1 have been doing 
it ahnobt continually. 


"Yes, I have fallen several times. 


The hist time was in London, but I 
lauded on soft turf, and although 1 
was un< onse-ious some hours. I was 
not seriously hurt. The second time, 
however, in Edinburgh. Scotland, 1 
iell twenty-five feet, and struck on a 
board platform, and it was five days
